Polish Bishops __ 
Ask Constitution 
Protect Rights 


Ask Provision For Church- 
State Agreement, Control 
Over Police Power 


New York, April 14.—(NC)— 
The Polish Bishops have issued a 
formal declaration demanding that 
15 basic. provisions be included in 
the Polish constitution now being 
drafted by the" newly elected Po- 
lish Parliament. The Parliament 
recently completed a draft of a 
temporary constitution. 

The Hierarchy’s declaration, re- 
ported from Warsaw to the Inter- 
Catholic Press Agency here, de- 
mands that the new constitution 
recognize that the State is sub- 
ject to natural law; guarantee 
equality to all citizens before civil 
law; recognize the right to pri- 
vate property; assure Catholic 
families the right to give their 
children a Christian education; 
safeguard against the abuse of 
power by police or by political 
groups; provide a legal basis for 
relations between Church and 
State, and recognize the Church’s 
rights to personal property, to 
found and conduct schools and 
seminaries and to establish relig- 
ious communities. 

The press agency outlined the 15 
basic constitutional provisions de- 
manded by the Polish Bishops as 
follows: 

1. The constitution of the Re- 
public should be founded on the 
doctrine that the individual citi- 
zen and also the State are subject 
to the natural law. 

2. Because the Polish nation is 
predominantly Catholic the consti- 
tution of the Republic should be 
that of a Christian state. It should 
recognize God as lord of all crea- 
tion; provide for laws which re- 
spect the conscience of Catholics, 
and the spread of irresponsible 
practice of their religion. 

The constitution should as- 
sure law and order in public life; 
safeguard against abuses, anarchy

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swarm into key positions in 
every field of human endeavor. 
These anti-Christ crusaders, 
fanatical in their enthusiasm, 
cause hundreds of millions of 
persons over the earth to have 
a false outlook on life, to 
ignore their eternal destiny.

6. The constitution should as- 
sure civil equality to all citizens, 
by guaranteeing uniform treat- 
ment before the law and the State 
administration, by giving all the

Monsignor Fulton J. Sheen,” she 
asserts. “I would like to satisfy 
their curiosity, because it always 
pleases me to talk about him. He 
was so great a friend, being so 
great a friend of God’s, when I 
needed such a friend so greatly. I 
can tell you that it is true when 
it is said that in his apostolic zeal 


he generates both heat and light.”}. 


“TI never had a teacher who could 
be at once so patient and so un- 
yielding, so poetic and so prac- 
tical, so inventive and so ortho- 
dox,” she writes. “But rumor to 
the contrary, there is nothing par- 
ticularly hypnotic about Father 
Sheen. What ‘hypnotizes’ his con- 
verts is the sudden and unfamiliar 
sight of Truth and Love and Life 
eternal, which his instructions 
open up to them. 

“This ‘hypnotism’ soon wears 
off, as Father Sheen hopes it will, 
when you come to realize that the 
sight of these things which all 
men seek is in reality the sight of 
Home; and Home is a place where 
you may move easily and freely 
and need not strike attitudes or 
talk in whispers. 

“T have often been asked, ‘Would 
ve have become a Catholic if you 
ad not had Father Sheen to give 
you instructions?’ My answer is, 
Of course.’ God intended me to be 
a Catholic or He would not have 
sent me to Father Sheen, the one 
best equipped to rid my mind of 
nonsense and fill it with the sense 
of Our Lord Jesus.” 


Mrs. Luce tells in her article 
how she called Father Edward 
Wiatrak, the Cincinnati priest who 
had been sending her letters of 
spiritual counsel for many months 
after she came to Congress.

in St. Charles Parochial school, 
Toledo, and his secondary éduca- 
tion at Campion College, at 
Prairie du Chien, Wisconsin, and 
Crosier Seminary, at Onamia, 
Minnesota, which latter is the old- 
est house of the Order in America, 
founded in 1910. He was the 
first American to enter the Order 
and after his ordination in 1928 he 
remained at the seminary in Min- 
nesota as a professor until his 
election as first Prior of the major 
house of studies at Hastings, Ne- 
braska. or 
Having served but two years of 
his Priorate, he was asked by the 
General to resign that position to 
come to Ft. Wayne to take over 
the old Sacred Heart Academy 
and organize a minor seminary for 
candidates to the Priesthood in Ft. 
Wayne Diocese... Here he wit- 
nessed the school grow’ from an 
enrollment of 18 to 80 within seven 
years, and began working togeth- 
er with His Excellency, the Most 
Rev. John Francis Noll, who has 
been planning a new seminary un- 
er the care and direction of the 
Crosier Fathers. 

Education of young men for the 
priesthood is the primary work of 
the Crosier Fathers in America. 
They have two minor seminaries, 
in the Diocese of St. Cloud, Min- 
nesota, and Ft. Wayne, and the 
house of major studies fax candi- 
dates to their own Order at Hast- 
ings in the Diocese of Lincoln, Ne- 


braska. 

New Prior Installed 
Father Kapphahn was ordained 
in 1939.

Part Six of a Pastoral Letter

HE times challenge us to culti- 
vate the life of our soul with 
special care. Is not the soul 
worth more than the body? 


Everything in modern life favors 
the body rather than the soul. Pic- 
ture magazines and movies appeal 
to the pleasures of sight; the radio 
to those of the ears; the produe- 
tion of delicacies and comforts te 
those of taste and touch. Over 
the radio one hears by the hour 
talks and exhortations with regard 
to beauty culture and body cul- 
ture. Much of this is wholesome, 
but much, too, unwholesome. Anxi- 
eties are awakened with regard 
the health of the body that ca 
much harm. Cult of the body is 
one of the clearly marked trends 
of the times. 

Is cult of the body wrong? Not 
by any means.

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The Church Upposes Mixed Marriages 


‘Hers Is The Attitude Or Gad Himself : 
Who Upholds Sacramental Character — 
Uf Matrimony And Protects Catholics Faith 


BY THE REV. GILBERT F. ESSER, C.PP.S. 


_ The Code of Canon Law is the official legislation 
of the Church for her own members. Canon 1060 
¥eads: 

“The CHURCH everywhere most severely 
forbids the marriage of a baptized Catholic 
with the member of any heretical or schis- 
matie sect; furthermore, if in such a union 
there would be present any danger to the 
faith or morals of the Catholic party or to that 
of the offspring, such a union would be for- 
bidden by the very law of God Himself.” 


This canon pertains to the impediment of “mixed 
religion,” where the non-Catholic party is sup- 
posedly baptized. When the non-Catholic is not 
baptized the impediment is more serious and is 
called “disparity of cult.” We Americans are accus- 
tomed to refer to the marriage of a Catholic with 
either type of non-Catholic as a mixed marriage. 
The term mixed marriage is so used in this treatise. 

The Catholic Church is unalterably opposed to a 
mixed marriage, that is, the marriage of a Catholic 
with any person not of the Catholic faith and prac- 
tice, for several reasons. None of: these reasons in- 
volve any prejudice against the person of the non- 
Catholic or any unkindness to his particular de- 
nomination or creed, if any. In no case is there a 
haughty assumption that perhaps the non-Catholic 
is “not good enough” for association with us 
through marriage. There is in the Catholic attitude 
no suggestion that the non-Catholic cannot be 
saved in his practice of religion as he sincerely 
believes it. 

There is, however, one assumption that is always 
present, just as it is necessarily present in every 
matter of religion involving the Catholic Church. It 
is the fact that the one and only true religion on 
earth is the Catholic Church, which as the standard 
and guage of all religious truth marks all other 
religious bodies as human and even false. This is 
not arrogance. It is simply the basic principle that 
makes the Catholic Church “Catholic,” and all 


others in Christianity Protestant. Any deviation 
from that stand is a mark of Protestantism. It was 
the first deviation from this principle that created 
Protestantism. So, if there is any reason for Ca- 
tholicism, it must be that it upholds all the Chris- 
tian truths, many of which Protestantism has 
either rejected or altered. 

The Catholic abhorrence of mixed marriage is not 
local or regional. It knows no boundaries, for it is 
the attitude of God Himself. It was the divine 
attitude among the Chosen People of God in the 
Old Testament and will remain the Catholic attitude 
to the end of time. Anyone who would ask the 
Church to swerve from this position is vainly seek-' 
ing her abandonment of the eternal law and author- 
ity of God. Yet in the present explanation of the 
Catholic attitude, this matter need not be discussed 
more extensively, though it must ever be borne in 
mind. 


Sole Authority In Christian Marriage 


Christian marriage belongs solely to the Catho- 
lic Church. By nature it is a contract between 
eligible persons, but by the will of Christ and by 
His institution it has become more than a contract. 
It is a Sacrament, one of Christ’s seven, for those 
who are baptized. Jurisdiction over marriage, as 
over the other sacraments rests solely with the 
Catholic Church to whom Christ committed all the 
sacraments. This Church alone is delegated by 
divine authority to regulate this sacred contract for 
her own members. For people not of the Catholic 
fold the natural law of the marriage contract 
applies as it did before the advent of Christ. Prot- 
estants, having rejected matrimony as a sacrament, 
have relegated matrimonial jurisdiction to the sec- 
ular power, from whom Christ had rescued it. They 
regard “the law” (of the land) as a supreme mat- 
rimonial authority. Accordingly they are at odds 
with the Catholic Church, which in nineteen cen-

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Historian Tells How 
Church-Spread Culture 


Rev. B. M. Forner, C. S. B., Professor 
of Church History at St. Michael’s Col- 
lege, University of Toronto, writes on the 
early Middle Ages as follows: : 


“The men who first spoke of Mediaeval 
Times or of the Middle Ages implied that 
there was an era between the destruction 
of the old Roman civilization and the dawn 
of the Renaissance which produced nothing 
worthy of the historian’s interest. Either 
through ignorance or through deliberate 
falsification, they belittled all the thought 
and culture of those centuries during which 
the faith held sway in Europe. If we iden- 
tify Mediaeval civilization with the era 
during which Catholic thought predomi- 
nated amongst the people of Europe, it 
comprised all that period from the conver- 
sion of the Franks to the coming of Calvin, 
who is the author of that heretical system 
of thought which characterizes Protestant 
civilization. Roughly it was the period 
from 500 to 1550. 


“The first part of that period until about 
the year 1000 has been called the Dark 
Ages. Certainly, it was a period of disorder 
and distress, during which the various 
tribes of invaders were forever jostling one 
another in their struggle for permanent 
settlements and definite frontiers. Except 
for the brief dominion enjoyed by the West 
Franks under Charlemagne, there was little 
peace either within or without the old pro- 
vinces of Rome. Not until the passing of 
the Imperial Crown to the Germans, and 
the accession of the Capetians, did the West 
see the last of its roving population settled. 
Meanwhile, the eastern. part of the old 
Roman Empire had survived, but it turned 
to things that were Greek and preserved 
the traditions of the East rather than those 
of the West. All that was really Roman 
and Latin disappeared except the Church 
and such things as she managed to save 
from the general ruin. 


“If the age was dark, it did not dim the 
glory of the Church. Her bishoprics and 
monasteries and even the Papacy itself 
suffered at the hands of lawless men over 
whom she had little or no control, yet she 
remained the constant guardian and advo- 
cate of all those things which make for 
civilization. It was she that preserved the 
Latin tongue and literature, knowledge of 
the arts and sciences, the tradition of gov- 
ernment and order. Much of the ancient 
learning survived in her monastic institu- 
tions, particularly in the monasteries~ of 
Ireland, whence men of piety and learning 
swarmed over Europe; and though they 
were limited at first to teaching the very 
rudiments of civilization, they were always 
in the forefront striving for higher things. 
As the barbarian invaders turned to peace- 
ful pursuits, the Church stood by the cradle 
of their civilization, assisted their first 
feeble efforts and imparted to them her 
age-old wisdom. Those who had threatened 
her very life came to look upon her as a 
mother, and even as the frontiers” rolled 
back, Europe became more and more a 
Catholic land. 

“The turmoil of the earlier period was 
succeeded by an era of civilization which 
was predominantly Catholic. From Ireland 
to Poland and from the Baltic to the Medi- 
macnn there was but one faith and one.

Popes Of The. 
Ninth Century 


10+—Beredict 111858 


On the day that Pope Benedict - was 
crowned Emperor, Lothaire died, following 
which his Frankish kingdom was divided 
among five relatives. 

This Pope did not want the high ’office, 
declaring himself to be utterly unworthy 
of it. But he was borne to the Lateran 


Palace amid hymns of joy of an -enthusias- 


ti¢ people. 

He was visited by the Saxon King 
Aethelwulf and his son, who became the 
future King Alfred the Great. 

Pope Benedict did much to restore Rome 
after the Saracen raid in 846. 


105—St.- Nicholas |}—-867 


This Pope, surnamed the Great, was 
forced to intervene in the controversy con- 
cerning who was the legitimate Patriarch 
of Constantinople. He supported Ignatius 
against the intruder Photius. 

Owing to the war waging in western 
Europe between the Franks and the Sara- 
cens and other enemies, laxity in the ob- 
servance of both moral and civil law en- 
sued, and the Pope was forced to take meas- 
ures to restore order. 


106—Adrian 11-—872 


This Pope had been married before he 
was ordained to the priesthood. He was 76 
years old when he was elected Pontiff. 

Much of his time was occupied with the 
promotion of peace among the relatives of 
King Lothaire, who were rather dividing 
than unifying the Empire. 

He compelled King Lothaire, of Lor- 
raine, to take back his lawful wife. 

The Eighth General Council, the fourth 
of Constantinople, was held in 869 under 
this Pope. 

Pope Adrian supported SS. Cyril and 
Methodius in their evangelization of the 
Slavs, and approved the use of the Slavonic 
language for the Mass. 

SS. Cyril and Methodius, who were 
brothers, are regarded as Apostles of the 
Slays. They were consecrated Bishops in 
Rome, Methodius having been appointed 
Archbishop of Moravia and Pannonia. 
Cyril died in Rome and Methodius in Con- 
stantinople. 


107—-John VIll—882 


This Pope was one of the great ones. He 
dismissed a number of unworthy holders of 
ecclesiastical office. 

Being attacked by the Saracens and by 


- Guido of Spoleto against whom he had to 


take up arms, he patrolled the coast in 
person, but was later compelled to flee to 
Fran**. He had the opportunity there to 
the Stammerer, King of 
France, in 878. 

To promote peace in Christendom and to 
destroy the influence of the Saracens (Mo- 
hammedans) the Pope journeyed from one 
kingdom to another, sent legatees to civil 
rulers. He supported Louis Il, and later 
Charles the Bald. 


108—Pope Marinus |—884 

The Greek Emperor and his false Pat- 
riarch tried to prevent the consecration of 
the newly elected Pope Marinus I, who 
reigned only fourteen months. Marinus 
exerted his authority by renewing the ex- 
communication of Photius.

Following the death of Lothaire, the 


Empire of Charlemagne suffered much dis-+ 


integration. The Pope was called on to de- 
fend the integrity of the marriage bond 
against Lothaire II, King of Lorraine, 
who a year after his valid marriage became 
infatuated with another woman. Lothaire 
yielded to the Church, but soon discharged 
his lawful wife. 


The Bulgarian people embraced the 
Catholic faith during the reign of Popé 
Nicholas. 


The Fourth Council of Constantinople 
(the Eighth General Council) was convened 
to consider the Sehism which threatened 
to divide the Church in the East and the 
West. 

Photius was condemned and excommuni- 
cated and unity restored at this Council. 

Photius, a layman, was intruded into the 


Patriarchate of Constantinople by Bardas, | 


brother to the Empress. This Bardas had 
banished St. Ignatius to the Isle of Lesbos. 
Ignatius had lawfully held the Patriarchate 
for 11 years. 


Ignatius, humble and aged, refused to 
resign his office not because he desired it, 
but because of the injury which would be 
done to the Church by the wicked Photius. 


The Greek Schism began ~vhen Photius 
assumed the authority to call a Council at 
Constantinople in 866 and pronounced sen- 
tence of deposition upon Pope Nicholas but 
soon Bardas was siain by his own Em- 
peror, who also banished Photius’to the 
Isle of Seepe and restored Ignatius to the 
Patriarchial Chair of Constantinople.

It is the policy of the Church | 
not to baptize a child less there 
be a great probability that it will 
be reared in the Catholic faith. 

Baptism, according to the belief 
of Catholics, elevates the child of 
parents to the rank of child of 
God, and at the same time admits 
the child into full membership in 
the Church—Christ’s Mystical 
Body. 

Now no argument should be 
needed to prove that a child of God 
must be.reared as a child of God; 
and that one who becomes a mem- 
ber of Christ’s Church must be 
reared as a member of that Church. 
But is there a likelihood that the 
child would be so reared if its fath- 
er is not of the faith and its moth- 
er is living in sin according to very 
clear passages of Holy Scripture? 
Would God bless a marriage which 
He forbids? 

You might retort: “But it is not 
the child’s fault; must the child 
be deprived of Baptism because 
of its parents?” o, it is not 
the child’s fault, but if the child 
should not be reared in the faith 
it would certainly have been better 
if he had never received it as 
God’s greatest gift. If the one- 
time Catholic mother sacrificed 
her religion in favor of a man 
whom she was not allowed to 
marry; if her conscience did not 
rebel against living in sin, it is 
not likely that she would meet 
her full responsibility in relation 
to the Christian education of her 
child. If the child is formally in- 
itiated into the Church by Baptism, 
and then not reared that way, or 
later voluntarily leaves the Church

Through The Ranks... 


After Holy Cross had won its NCAA championship I was 4nter- 
ested in seeing how the Crusaders would be rated in the final national 
standings put out by Dick Dunkel, under the title of the Converse- 
Dunkel Rating System. _I had been following that system through 
most of the year, when Dunkel had Kentucky in first place, which I 
thought was where the Wildcats belonged. As I recall it now, Holy 
Cross never got a higher national rating than seventh, and Navy, I 
believe, maintained the No. 1 spot among the eastern teams. 


Well, after ng A Cross had proved to be the daddy of them all, 
Dunkel issued his final national ratings. He had Utah first, Ken- 
tucky second and Holy Cross third. Holy Cross probably would 
‘have to beat both Utah and Kentucky to be rated in front of those 
teams, I suppose, but when you wade through the cream of your 
own crop, then lick the other fellow who has waded through the 
best in his section of the country, what else must you do to gain 
the No. 1 national ranking position? Holy Cross followers prob- 
ably don’t care much about this one way or the other, because no 
matter what the experts say, and no matter how “rank” the final 
rankings might turn out to be, the Crusaders still are the National 
Collegiate Athletic Association basketball champions for the sea- 
son just ended. 


Alabama ‘‘Twister” .. . , 


Another Catholic college basketball team which turned in a bril- 
liant record during the past season was St. Bernard’s Junior college 
of St. Bernard, Alabama. St. Bernard’s has an enrollment of 183 
students and is coached by Charley Richard, who finished the regular 
season with 17 victories and only three defeats before his team en- 
tered the Southeastern Junior college tournament an Milledgeville, 
Ga., as the top seeded favorite. The team scored 1170 points in its 


- 


—an average of 20 per game. 

The most notable regular season victory of the St. Bernard team 
was scored over the Vulcan Pro team of Birmingham on the St. Ber- 
nard floor. The teams had a home-and-home arrangement, and the 
Pros won the first game on their own floor, 49-35. Playing for the 
first time against the experienced professionals, the young collegians 
just couldn’t get started, but they were ready for revenge when the 
Pros returned the visit. When the teams met in the St. Bernard 
gym it seemed as though practically all of Cullman County was on 
hand, and the record crowd saw one of the most thrilling games of 
this, or any other season. 


When the final gun soundéd, the teams were deadlocked at 
50-ali, and then came the five-minute overtime period. In that 
extra time, the Saints came through with six field goals for 12 
points, while holding the Pros to eight points, the junior colle- 
gians thereby winning, 62-58, for what was probably the most 
memorable athletic victory in the history of the school. “Twister” 
Lynn accounted for 33 of his team’s 62 points in that victory, 
coming through as did his better known counterparts on the 
Holy Cross team when the chips were down. 


And, just to make it all the better, “Twister” Lynn and his all- 
conquering teammates are all freshmen, too. Of course, the fact that 
St. Bernard’s is a junior college limits its players to .two years of 
competition. Otherwise, the Holy Cross team might have to look 
to its NCAA laurels in another year or so, with the most dangerous 
threat coming from a little Catholic school deep in the South.

Notre Dame, Ind., April 16— 
Important research being conduct- 
ed at the University of Notre 
Dame in nuclear energy, germ- 
free life, biology, engineering and 
in other fields will be reviewed by 
some of the nation’s leading sci- 
entists and industrialists at a meet- 
ing at Notre Dame on April 18 
and 19 of the Notre Dame Advis- 
ory Council for Science and En- 
gineering. 

In making this announcement, 
the Rev, John J, Cavanaugh, Pres- 
ident of Notre Dame, said that 
plans also would be discussed by 
university officials and the com- 
mittee for expanding still further 
Notre Dame's constantly increas- 
ing research program. Harold §S. 
Vance, chairman of the board of 
the Studebaker Corporation, is 
chairman of the Advisory Com- 
mittee, which also has as mem- 
bers thirteen other well-known 
scientists and industrialists. 


On April 18 the Advisory Com- 
mittee will inspect Notre Dame’s 
Physics Laboratories and the elec- 
tro-static generator (atom-smash- 
er) at the University. The Rev. 
Henry Bolger, C.S.C., head of the 
Department, will explain nuclear 
energy program being conducted 
at Notre Dame by a staff of bril- 
liant young physicists. Dean Karl 
Schoenherr of the Notre Dame 
College of Engineering, that even- 
ing will review recent develop- 
ments in engineering at Notre 
Dame. 


The Advisory Committee will 
complete its meeting on April 19. 
Besides Father Cavanaugh and 
Father Burke, other Notre Dame 
officiais who will meet with the 
committee, include the Rev, Philip

The NCCW in this diocese has, as you are aware, for 
many years, contributed to the National Catholic School of 
Social Service, a part of which is used to pay for the board 
and tuition of a student there. That also was to come out of 
the Lenten contribution to the NCCW, so that no inde- 
pendent soliciting would be necessary.

Spiritual And 
Academic Goals 
Of N. D. Extolled 


Father J. J. Cavanaugh 
Stresses Morality In 
Universal Night Talk 


Denver, Colo., April 14—Tribute 


to the priests and professors of| 


the University of Notre Dame 


“who have never deviated from the} 
spiritual or the academic objectives} 


of the University,” was paid here 


April 14 by Frank Leahy, Director} 
of Athletics and Head Football} 


Coach at Notre Dame, speaking 
over a nationwide hookup of the 
Mutual Broadcasting System on 
the occasion of Universal Notre 
Dame Night. 

Meeting in nearly 100 communi- 


ties throughout the United States| 


and in several foreign countries, 
more than 20,000 Notre Dame 


alumni also heard radio greetings| 


from the Rev. John J. Cavanaugh, 
C.S.C., President of Notre Dame. 
This was the twenty-fourth annual 
observance of Universal Notre 
Dame Night, during which Notre 
Dame alumni and their friends 
paid tribute to the spiritual, patri- 
otic and academic ideals of Notre 
Dame. Denver, Colo., was the cen- 
ter of ‘the 1947 observance. 

While institutions 
learning have contributed much to 
the material welfare of mankind, 
Father Cavanaugh said, many uni- 
versity scholars also have sowed 
“seeds of mischief in the minds and 
hearts of men” by ignoring spirit- 
ual values. Now these universities 
must fulfill their responsibility of 
emphasizing God and the Moral 
Law or mankind will perish, he 
emphasized. 

“This responsibility,” he con- 
tinued, “is dramatized by the aim- 
less negotiations that are being 
earried on by the United Nations. 
The responsibility is made awe- 
some by the thought of the de- 
structive power of atomic. energy 
and the super-sonic projectile and 
plane and by the fact that the na- 
tions of the world do not count one 
another trustworthy to hold the 
secrets of science and to direct 
such secrets to the welfare and 
not to the destruction of mankind. 
Parenthetically, I wonder if this 
lack of confidence is not the basis 
of our suspicion of Russia and of 
Russia’s suspicion of Great Britain 
and the United States?” 

“For one hundred and five years 
the University of Notre Dame ‘has 
recognized the grave responsibility 
to help widen the horizons of phy- 
sical science. Hence Notre Dame 
has carried on significant re- 
searches in the production of syn- 
thetic rubber, in the development 
of nuclear energy, in the improve- 
ment of metals, in the discovery of 
the famous germ-free technique 
that has, for example, aided great- 
ly in the study of nutrition.” 

Mr. Leahy, in his speech, de- 
clared that | Svea Notre Dame 
Night was inaugurated in 1925 to 
emphasize, in particular, Notre 
Dame’s high standards of scholar- 
ship. He added that as Director of 
Athletics at Notre Dame he was 
vitally concerned and interested in 
the maintenance of high academic 
standards. 

“It is a sincere satisfaction to 
the coach and teacher alike,” he 
said, “to know that when a Notre 
Dame team takes the field in any 
sport, its members are not only 
representative students of the var- 
dous colleges of the University, 
but are students whose academic 
averages in course must acheive a 
minimum 177 per cent, an average 
7 points above the required passing

“At the same time, the Univer- 
sity has ever realized that there 
is a much graver responsibility to 
train and turn into the American 
society aed after year young men 
who will supply intellectual and 
moral leadership that can _ be 
trusted. The University realizes 
that the moral responsibility of the 
great mass of men and women is 
a necessary pre-supposition of any 
form or order or government in 
the world.” 

Since its founding in 1842, Fa- 
ther Cavanaugh continued, Notre 
Dame has taken seriously the basic 
truths found in the Declaration of 
Independence, namely: “The exis- 
tence of God, a nice balancing of 
rights and duties, and the convic- 
tion that governments exist only to 
secure the rights of the governed.” 

“Notre Dame,” he added, “has 
sent out into the: world not bitter 
Reds, not scatter-brained radicals 
but clean, brave, intelligent young 
men of trained minds and charac- 
ters who have consistently upheld 
the only philosophy upon which 
rue Americanism is safely to be 
based. This contribution may have 
lacked glamour in periods gone by 
when wild-talking advocates of 
godlessness and of freakish inno- 
vations” seemed to have occupied 
the center of the stage. 

“But today-when the supreme 
crisis of the world lies not in the 
further production of scientific in- 
struments but in the management 
of the devices that we = already 
possess; today when the world is 
struggling to find some just and 
lasting order that may bring con- 
fidence back into the lives of think- 
ing men, religious, moral, and hu- 
man values are receiving special 
attention from our educational 
agencies. The very scientists who 
once exiled God from society have 
by their awful productions forced 
God’s return; they have made the 
science and art of moral living 
the most modern necessity of the 
age. ; |
